"108. Unless otherwise specifically provided for in 
any individual case, every employee of the 
Corporation, other than a Government servant 
on deputation to the Corporation, shall sub- 
scribe to the Contributory Provident Fund of 
the Corporation in accordance with the rules 
set out in Appendix II.” 

(ii) In Appendix II, in the Contributory Provident 
Fund Rules (DVC), for sub-rule (1) of rule 10, the 
following sut-rule shall be substituted, namely: — 
"(1) The Corporation shall with effect from the 

31st March of each year make a contribution 
to the account of each subscriber but if a sub- 
scriber quits the service or dies during the 
year, the contribution shall be credited to his 
or her account for that period between the 
close of the preceding year and the date of 
quitting the service or death, as the case may 
be : 

Provided that no such contribution shall be 
payable to a subscriber who is a retired Gov- 
ernment servant unless he has completed more 
than one year’s continuous service under the 
Corporation after his pay has been refixed in 
accordance with Regulation No. 25 and such 
contribution will become payable with effect 
from the date on which his pay has been thus 
refixed. 

Provided further that no such contribution 
shall be payable to a subscriber, other than a 
subscr’bcr of the category mentioned in the 
first proviso, unless he has completed not less 
than two years’ continuous service under the 
Corporation. 

Explanation — For the purpose of first proviso 
of this sub-rule, the expression ‘‘retired Gov- 
ernment servant” shall include any retired 
Government servant from Burma and 
Pakistan.” 

2. This notification shall be deemed to have come into 
force with effect from and on the 12th August 1959.
